The appointment of a consult¬ 
ing engineer at an additional out¬ 
lay of $3500 to advise the city 
in the matter of a vvater survey, 
and the appropriation of a sum 
not to exceed $1250 to be used 
toward the public comfort sta¬ 
tion in the proposed new Pacific 
Electric depot for this city, con¬ 
stituted the major activities of 
the board of trustees at their 
regular meeting Wednesday eve¬ 
ning.

Paul E. Kressly of Los Ange¬ 
les was appointed consulting en¬ 
gineer to perform all necessary 
special engineering work in pre¬ 
paring and making surveys and 
a complete and comprehensive 
plan of the existing water supply 
in the distribution system of the 
city. Said w’ork is to be com¬ 
pleted within 90 days and City 
Attorney Phil Dod.son was in¬ 
structed to prepare the contract 
to be entered into between Mr. 
Kressly and the city in the sum 
of $3,500.

been followed.

fi-nia—which institution is pre- 
p iring to celebrate its semi-cen- 
t.-nnial with a fitting program in 
1930. It was during the summer 
of 1879, just a half-century ago, 
that the original deed of trust 
of the Trojan university was ex¬ 
ecuted. In August, 1880, the in¬ 
corporation of the institution was 
accomplished when a tno of 
donors presented the board of 
directors with 308 lota in West 
Los Angeles. 

The first board of directors 
met Sept. 3, 1880, to organize 
and adopt a code of by-laws. At 
this initial meeting the late Rev. 

Marion McKinley Bovard, A. M., 
was elected the first president of 
the university. The cornerstone¬ 
laying exercises on Sept. 4, 1880, 
were sponsored by the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, with which de¬ 
nomination the University of 
Southern California, now non-sec- 
tarian, was identified during its 
early years. stg 

When fifty-five students and 
four faculty members assembled 
for the first classes on October 6, 

1880, Los Angeles w'as still a 
frontier town of the West with ° 
a population of 11,145, and with 
43 teachers in its .school system. ' 

Today the population of the city 
is over 1,400,000, and at present '''' 
there are about 400 faculty mem- 
bers at U.S.C., seventeen schools 
and colleges, and the yearly en- “ 
rollment of students Is in excess 
of 15,000.

Con.struction of the first seg¬ 
ment of the new $3,733,889 scenic 
highway from the Arroyo Seco 
in Pasadena to Azu.sa via Pine 
Flats will begin immediately, ac¬ 
cording to a telegraphic com¬ 
munication from B, B. Meek, 
state director of public works. 
Contract for the first unit of the 
highway, which will cost $244,- 
532, has been let by the State 
to the H. W. Rohl company. 

This propo.sed new highway 
will open a large scenic area to 
.Southern California motori.sts as 
it extends 17.3 miles from La 
Canada, northwe.st of Pa.sadena, 
to the saddle between the Arroyo 
Seco watershed and the West 
Fork of the San Gabriel River 
just north of Mt. Wil.son. En¬ 
gineers’ estimates show a co.st of 
$1,680,556 for con.struction of the 
La Canada-to-Mount Lowe road 
while the Azusa section will cost 
approximately $2,053,333. The 
section of the highway to be con¬ 
structed immediately is 2.5 miles 
long, extending from La Canada 
into the Arroyo Seco watershed.
